2. POSSIBILITY OP POSTPONEMENT INTERESTED RAMPHAL, PROVIDED 
IDEA DEVELOPED "SIGNIPICANT" SUPPORT AND DID NOT BECOME SUBJECT 

OP PLOOR FIGHT AND VOTE AS ALTERNATIVE TO PRO-SIHANOUK RESOLUTION. 
PROMISED GET IN TOUCH WITH UN PERMREP RASHLEIGH JACKSON TO SEE 
WHAT SITUATION WAS AND TO EXPLORE WHAT GUYANA MIGHT DO BEHIND
